Governour : Of {ſo inhu- 
mane, peeviſh and untoward a _ are theſe Vabals, as not to 
Vouchſafe Civility to thoſe that had ventured their Lives, and reccived 
dangerons wounds in their defence. As for the Indzans that fiirvived 
the ll, they forſook their New-built Fort, and.that Swazp where 
the Fight hapned, and poſted themſelves #n a Sramp tWEaty miles giftant 
from rhence; 'The'Wearher being extreme.cold, andY YT ow-1d Þc:

bers'bf their //igmars ( or houſes:) And being re-infatced Wirh Tome 
Additionall Forces from Boſton and Plmonth, together with a Bark la- 
den with Proviſion,” we reſolved to fer upon them again' with the 
frſt-opportunity.; And in order thereunato marched to Potaxit, where 
we underſtood, That two nights before the 7z4;ans had aflaulted a 
Gentlemans Houſe | bout - break, of .day with . much Violence , and 
wouhded Two. men in it, ſtriying to Fire the Houle ſeveral times, by 
tying Pinc4plinters or. long Poles, in a Bugch fired, and held upon the 
Shingles; bur thoſe within prevented that ſtratagear from taking etteQ, 
beat off the Aſſailants, and: found one of them left dead upon the 
place; But the Out-houſes and; Hay the' /zd/ans burnt, and drove a- 
way. all the ſheep: and catrel : |! We' marched after them with all con- 
venient- expedition, and . came ito the Sramp, where they had been, 
but- moſt of rhem were then fled, having by their Scouts diſcovered 
the advance of our men; yet .our Horte killed, and took many of 
them, following the purſuit, till our Horſes were tired, our men faint, 
and ovr- victuals ſpent ; Infomuch that ſeyeral horles were killed and 
eaten; whereof tle General (the worthy Foſiah //inſlow Elquire, Gover- 
nour .of New-{ondon) eat his part, and in all as well hardſhips as dan- 
gers, was not wanting to encourage his men by his own valiant ex- 
ample: But finding it both vain and hazardous to march farther after 
this flying rabble of barbarous Heathens, who we heard were then got 
together, about 5ooo. men women- and: children, towards Qnobage ; 
Our Army left the Chace, and' having placed a Gariſon of about Se- 
venty men, in Captain Smiths (a ſtrong) houſe, within four Miles of the 


Naraganſets Dwellings, marched homgwards to Marigþtrongh. nas rom 
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theneo to Boſton, where they were disbanded in December, Lad 
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But upon this, the /ndzans began to appear abroad again as miſc 
vous as ever ; For the very next week they ſet upon Laxcefter Town, 
killed ſeveral people, and carried away many priſoners; Such .houſes 
as were frtifed, defended themſelves, but the greateſt part. of the 
Town they fired and plundered ; and had ed the whole place, 
had not Captain Jadjworth upon hearing of the Guns come with 
expedition from Sudbury, with a party ro their relief; After this, they 
cut of a farm-houſe near Sudbury, killed ſeven people in a 
manner, and carried ſome away captive: Three hundred of them fer 
upon the Town - of Maidesfield, and burnt at leaſt fifty Houſes, killed 
and took divers of the Inhabitants, being all ſurpriſed before they were 
aware: For the ſubtle /zdjans near day-break, came about the Houſes 
privately, and lay cloſe in the, Fences; and as people came, out of 
their Houſes, ſhot them down : Upon this the Governour of Aaſ- 

»ſet ſent out about Five hundred or Six hundred men under the 
CondudQ of Major 7homas Savedge and Captain Moſely,” as next in Com- 
mand to him, who having intelligence by a girl that- had made her 
eſcape, that the /adians were in Three. Towns beyond Qzoboge, march- 
cd thither, where they, joyned Major Zreat with the Connetticot Forces ; 
but the Enemy were fled ; only skulkingly out of the Woods, they ſhot 
one of Captain Moſeleys men, and wounded one or two more: But their 
main body being cloſely purſued, diſperſed and ran into ZYoods and 
Swamps, {> that it was impoſſible for our men to come up with them, 
and therefore marched away for Hadleyand Northampton, to ſecure 
them and the other Townsin thoſe patts, and by a ſpecial Providence 
came very ſeaſonably ; For within two, days after his Arrival , Aor- 
thawpton (though fortified round) was aſſaulted, the Centinel ſurpriſed 
and Nain, and the Enemy entred the Fortifications: Being ignorant 
(as it is ſuppoſed) of any Recruits newly come -thither, but found 
ſuch warm entertainment, that though they had kindled their fire, 
Gy durſt not ſtay to roaſt their break-faſt, but were forced to fly 
with great confuſion ; we having tot only three men, and the Enemy 
aboye twenty, as was judged, 'though-the -number could not be cer- 
tainly known; it being their Cuſtome to' carry off their dead always 
with them, ifpoſlible : The next day they 4 about a thouſand 
ſtrong, whereupon the Major drew out his Forces, and, purſued thear 
to their uſuall place of Rendevauz . near Deerfield ; - But. they would 
not abide his coming up with them ,;, but fled - d&iſperſedly into 
ne Woods, where he was able to do. httle or no, Execution .ypon 
them. | wy #26.

ing in the whole Town , which they likewiſe furiouſly attempted to

But indeed the reaſon that the Inhabitants of the Towns of Seaconick 
and Providence generally ef with their lives, is not to be attribu- 
ted ro any compaſſion or good-nature of the /xdiaxs, ( whoſe very mere 
cies are inhumane cruelties ), but ( next to Gods providence) to their 
own prudence in avoiding their fury, whea they themſelves too 
weak and unable to reſiſt it, by a timel r__ -Jfland, which 
now became the common Zoar, or place of R the Diſtreſſed ; 
yet ſome remained till their coming to deſtroy the Taid Towns ; as in 
particular Mr F/illiams at Providence, who knowing ſeveral of the chief 
/ndians that came to fire that Town, diſcourſed with them a conſide- 
rable time, who. pretended, their greateſt quarrel was againſt Plam- 
mouth ; and as for what they —_— againſt the other Colonies, they 
were conſtrained to it, by the ſpoil that was done them at Xarraganſer ; 
They told him, that when Captain Pierce engaged them near Mr.Zlack- 
ftones,they were bound for Plimonth ; They gloried much in their ſucceſſe, 
promiſing themſelves the Conqueſt of the whole Country, and rogt- 
ing out of all the Engliſh: Mr.//illiams reproved their confidence, 
minded them of their Cruelties, and told them, that the Bay, vis, 
Bofon could yet ſpare Ten thouſand men ; and if they ſhould deſtroy 
all them, yet it was not to be doubted, but our King would ſend as 
many every year from Old England, rather then they ſhould ſhare the 
' Countrey; they anſwered proudly, That they ſhould be ready for them, 

or to that fe, bur told Mr. /Filliams, that he was a good man, and 
— been kinde to them formerly, and therefore they would not 
wrt him. 

Abour the latter end of Merch, came advice from New-Zork, That 
the /zdians in a bravado had releaſed two Engliſh Captives, and ſent 
them down thither to give Information of what they had ſeen, which 
was, That being carried with a Party three days Jo towards the 
North-Eaſt, from the place where King Philip wy (whicli was between 
thirty and fourty Engliſh miles from Abeny; He came upto an /zxdian 
Rendevouz made by —_ Sachem near Hoſficke-River towards Cans- 
dz, where oneof them told one and Twenty hundred men compleat , 
and the /xdians themiclves drawing out into three ranks , that he might 
view them the better ) made him tell them over three times, who he 
ſaid were generally well-armed with good fire-arms, and moſt of them 

oung men', few ſoold as forty ; And that amongſt them there were a- 
ut 500. of thoſe with ſtraws about their noſes, commonly called Freach- 
Indians ; That neither King Phaip, nor that. party , conlitiog of about 


four hundred, were then with them , and that the ſaid Philips own

Upon their March, ranging the Narraganſer Countrey ncar Potuxit, they fell 
upon a Party of the Enemy, Comman that famous bur very bloudy and 
cruel Saban, Qpmets, otherwiſe called , whom the ZPneliſb for- 
merly preſented with a rich Lac't Coat ; _—— very obſtinartely a con-
